HB 3130 - DI GEST

Provides that smoking by residents living in assisted
living facilities, veterans' hones, boarding hones, nursing
homes, and adult famly hones is permtted in a designated
smoking area if the hone or facility neets the follow ng
standards: (1) No designated snoking area nmay be located in a
common area including, but not limted to, entrances, | obbies,
hal | ways, dining roons, activity roonms, and neeting roons,
where enployees, visitors, or nonsnoking residents are
required to enter or pass through for work, visits, or
servi ces.

(2) An indoor designated snoking area nust be separated
by a floor to <ceiling physical barrier from adjacent
nonsnoki ng areas. The snoking area nust be identified clearly
with signs. The facility or honme nust maintain sufficient
negative air pressure in the designated snoking area to
prevent snoke from mgrating into nonsnoking areas. The
encl osed snoking area nust have a ventilation or filter system
or both that neets the perm ssible indoor air exposure limts
for vapor phase nicotine and carbon nonoxi de, as neasured by
the stricter of the standards set by the United States
depart nment of | abor, occupat i onal safety and health
adm ni stration, the Washington state departnent of |abor and
industries, or the Wshington state departnent of health.
Facilities and honmes whose desi gnated snoki ng areas net these
standards as they existed before the enactnent of Initiative
Measure No. 901 may continue to use those designated snoking
areas. The departnent of Ilabor and industries and the
departnment of health may review existing rules and adopt new
rules if needed to better protect staff, visitors, and
nonsnoki ng residents from second- hand snoke.

(3) An outdoor designated snoking area nust be covered
and protected frominclement weather, clearly identified with
signs, and reachable by a nonhazardous pathway. The outdoor
desi gnat ed snoking area nmay be | ocated no closer than fifteen
feet from entrances, exits, open w ndows, and ventilation
i ntakes that serve an encl osed nonsnoking area. The outdoor
area nust be enclosed on at |east two sides to mnimze snoke
infiltration into the honme or facility, and nust have an
outdoor filter systemto absorb snoke when the snoking area is
in use.

(4) Prospective enployees and residents nust be inforned
as to whether the honme or facility has a designated snoking
area. No enployee may be required to enter a designated
snmoking area while soneone is snoking there. Ceaning and
mai nt enance of the designated snoking area nust not occur when
snokers are present. Persons under the age of eighteen are
prohibited from entering or performng any duties in a
desi gnat ed snoki ng area.
